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* SPOTLIGHT ON WEEDS % 
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What is a weed? Most simply, a weed 
is a "plant out of place." Any plant can 
be a weed if it is in an undesirable location. 
Here are three of the more common weeds 
which we must contend with during the warm 
Summer months. 


"Florida Pusley" 
Richardia scabra 


Tubular white flowers 
are crowded into the leaf 
axils of this summer annual. 
Florida Pusley can be a 
major weed problem in turf. 





"Purple Nutsedge" 
Cyperus rotundus 
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make this a difficult 
weed to control. I 





"Spotted Spurge" 
Euphorbia maculata 


This summer annual 
is the most common weed 
in our ornamental beds. 
Spotted Spurge is an up- 
right grower with stems 
which secrete a milky 
juice when broken.

NEW STAKING METHOD FOR PALMS 


Rudy Zamora, lead at the Polynesian, 
shows one of the many palms recently staked 
using a new method -- banding material is 
wrapped around pieces of 2" x 4" lumber 
surrounding the trunk and then the supports 
are firmly secured to this "collar" which 
is held in place by the bands. 

This new staking method eliminates the 
need to drive nails into the palm which 
results in permanent damage to the trunk. 
About 20 Queen Palms in the area around the 
Tangaroa Terrace have been staked using 
this method. Bill Hantz and his crew were 
responsible for installing and staking the 
palms. 
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
